A RBVIEWBR ON !raB^.C0LONIBB 



Id oar Saturday's icsae wo took oooasion 

to alludo casually to sorao of the abiurdities 
ooDtaincd in tha extracts from the Edinburgh 
JRevieio which our luoroiDg conlempotary 
called in to iti aisistanoe Id tunniag till 
against tb« " proroiaional politioiani." Aa 
the abtarditiet are by do mwni anoommoD 
with halt-mformed Engliih wrilers, auob 
the contributor to the Uoview evidently is, 
we think it not out of place lo go more fully 
into the subjaiit. Wa are told at the oulutart, 
with that qoiot and dignifled assoraption 
vhlob only polished ignorance can don, that 
" thers is oaa peouliarit; in Engliah eociety 
easential to the Buooess of free institutions, 
which is not found to an equal degree in auy 
foreign country, and is almaat onlirely wanl- 

\ ing in the colonies. We mean tho existence 
of an independent clae* of men oombiniug 
wealth, leiiuro ond iutelligenoe, who ate 
williog and evao eager lo devoto their 
time and talents to tbo publio servise." 
Here we have a peculiarity " oisential 
to tho success of free institutions " ex- 
isting in England, but " almost entirely 
wanting in Iba coloDias." Now, if we 

, asked tha Beviawer what tbe/'auoceas 
of free inatitutions '' meant, wa should 
probably recelTe for an nnswer " the 
general prosperity of tho country 1 '' for that 
ia the great obj act of all liee govarnmeut. 
To maintain his point, therefore, ha would 
have to prove that tba oolouies were less 
prosparoag than England. Bat the very op- 
posite is the case. In the Qrst place indi- 
Tidoal liberty ia muob greater in the colonies 
than in England ; and, in the second, 
there ia a muob larger proportiou ol 
general comfort ; ine exlremei of wealth 
and poverty— tho curse of Dearly every 
old oountry — being rarely or never felt. 
Wbether, tberefore, wa look for the suo- 
oesB of free ioatitulioDS In tho indcpsndoni 
spirit of the people or in their mateiial pros', 
perity, we uaonot but aokDOwladge that 
every British colony possessiog raiponaiblo 
Qovnrnmool is infinitely ahead of the mother 
oountry. What than baoomesaf tho propo- 
sition of the Reviawor t Why, as the oolo- 
nies a7a more prosperous they must, accord- 
ing to his own line of argument, bo better 
governed ; lor ho makes the success of freo 
inatitutions dependent on a certain olasa in 
tho GoTsrnraeDt. But tha colonies arc 
wanting in the English element of " wealth, 

■ laiaute and intelligeaoe" trgo " waalth, 
lelanre and latelliganca" oannot be 
" peculiarly essential " lo the " success of 
fioa institutions." So much for the reasoning 
powers of tbo Raviawer. There is a laugh- 
able ignorsoco of colonial life, however, dis* 
played in his ideas of the class who have 
waalthl aod leisure, aud who are eager for 
political positioD. If the writer had ever 
lived in the colonies he would have known 
that tho moat dangerous enemies to the pub- 
lic welfare, and cor.aequently to the " euocees 
of free institutions,'' were the nearest ap.. 
proaob to this very class. The land specula- 
tor in the early day* of Canada, tba sqnatte'^ 
in AnsttBlia, and the bolder of large tracts 
of uncultivated land generally throughout tho 
colonies, will fully beir us out, Tbo politicul 
artizan at five dollars a c'ay would do in- 
finitely more good and infinitely lass injustice 
than the best of tbo speculative class in any 
of tba oolonies. 

Tha next aeateooe ol the Reviewer is on a 
par with tho foregoing, and shows the writer's 
eilensive colonial knowledge : " Tho araonul 
of labor performed by Eoglishmci in publio 
oommiaaions, by the oountry magistracy and 
in a multitude of other modes without fee or 
reward is parleotly inopooeivable. * * 
UafortuDately for the colonies, no such class 
of men is to be found there." Did anyone 
nvor read snob unmitigated nonsense ? Why, 
we will be bound to say thai thero is a largar 
proportion of unpaid offioials in the colonies 
than there ia in England. Surely the writer 
must have got hold of that nnfortonaio 
oommuoioation of His Escellanoy bewail- 
ing tba daplorabia cironmslanoa of there 
being DO parsoDB ia the Comox or Cowichao 
districts able and willing to assume magis> 
lorial duties. Whether he did so or not, one 
thing he should learn of colonial jaiticcs of 
the paaoo. ilo should know that their want 
of wealth and leisure does not enable them to 
look upoD oQeoces like poaobingaB the great- 
est Crimea in tho oalandar. A starving man, 
suspected ct shooting a bare or pl]Cseant,'doBB 
not in their volgar eyas require any number 
of wosry months of involuntary sarvilude to 
teaoli him tho duly ha owes to tlia owner of 
a landed estate, They do not demand from 
avary poverty-strickaD peasant or laborer an 
abject recognition of magisterial Dogberry - 
ism, nor are thoy ospeoially cringing to tlio 
" lord of the manor.'' Thoy are, in fad, with 
all their new country roiighiiosa, as much 
superior to the old onuntry justices of the 
peaoo as the uopolished diamond is lo the 
thiog of paste. 

The next specimen of the accurate and 
aoute Reviewer is to bo found in tha statax 
ment that tbo bettor class of ooIooiBlg keep 
away altogether from political life. Now if 
ho had said the bettor class occupy tbo foro- 
moet place in colonial politics, he would 
hava been aomewbat near tba mark. Let bim 
look at tba men who control the destloles of 
the Anstralias and the North Amerioan Fro- 
vlnoes and ho will see that they compare 
favorably v. ith that class of " wealth and 
leisure " eo peouliarly attached to political 
life in England. The perions generally who 
aacbeiv politios and take DO intarwt in publio 
eflairs lo the colonies, instead of being the 
"men of superior oharaoter and ability'' aro 
ill nioo oases out of ten tho abject, money- 
grabbing clasi, whose souls never rise be- 
yond oiaking a few dollars out of ihoir 
f9iloir«(nen by way of trado. It mstters out 
to them If ooa bilf tha pofiiiUdoD are in a 



state of slaivation so long as tbsy can grasp 
their cent per coot. Than we have the 
shrewd observaliun in icforeneo to paid leg- 
islators, that " a Atiiicud dcslroys llio luatre 
of public serviee." How tarnished iLo 
British thrown muni bo by this timo 
Ihtough the reooipi oi that £300,t}00 yearly 
stipend^ How dim must have grown iho re 
potations of P^lmcrston aodOlBdstono under 
the discoloring effect of their yearly solurius 1 
We aie really afraid llie Edinburgh Jieuicw 
has fallen iuto rather questionable hands. 
Soeh gross absurdllicn ii» ure coutuinod in 
the production we have boou disiootiiig, aro 
only equalled by the groiiaer absurdity of our 
ooDtem'porary in calling U ."^no able arliqle," 
full of " serious truths," oiid especially oppll- 
oable " to tbo exigencies of Vancouvor 
Island."

After exeroiamg himself in bia arts for 
about iweniy<(oar hours, the magician in- 
lormed the cbief.tbat tbe property bad been 
taken by white men who are now at Nanai- 
mo, whither the chief hus sent oftnr them, 
it will be inlere.sting to watch tba result. 

TuE Governor's Tour — Wo learn tiat 
duiiug tha (juvemor'a ri.-cent twur round by 
Lillooet and f^ytton, his Kxcellenoy ev.'ry- 
where received the most hearly and unoiiui- 
vocal murks of respect and cnntidenco. Tpe 
well known aversion of his Excellency to 
public demonslrations restrained the people 
from giving expression to their feelings ol 
loyal respect in that ostentatious mminar 
usually adopted upunsuob occasions; but we 
bear ol iualaoces in which ihey were re- 
strained with muoh difficulty. A very in- 
tcrcaiinK feature of Ihe ocoaaion was a gath 
ering of six or seven hundred Indians with 
their chiefi, to welcome bis Excellency to 
Lillooet ; and io this oircotnsiauoe may bi- 
traced tho first fl'nils of the wiao and concili- 
atory but at the same time firm policy re- 
cently adopted to^^ arils tho Indian tribes, who 
even now begin to realise their position aa 
British subjects and lo understand and appre- 
ciate Qovernor Seymour's sentiments towards 
them.

1 lolt Columbia Uiver on tba 2(i(li iiist., and 
came to tlio head ol .Slinswap Like on fool 
in two duys, und .^liouUI have eoiiii) boro lusl 
evening bad it not been lor llio Innivy head 
winds which dotuined mo several hourn. * 
* * * * Wo lire going to try 
and take the train and some beef outtle ti> 
tbe new diggings. I &nw coouub to sail-fy 
me lhal there was sudlcieDt lo justify n'< in 
doing so. The road is very bad, eo inuch ko 
that there will have to ba a great deal of 
work done belore wh can get through I 
wrote a lew lines to Mobfrly wbo has gone tu 
the South Arm of ilio Luke lo explore, re- 
quostiog him to help us to get through, 
whioh I think be will do. 

There are two places thtt prospect very 
good. Que is Curnos Greek, about 20 miles 
below "Death Rupida," the oihsr about 20 
miles above on a tributary of Gold Un-.k, 
called Proncli Creole. Il is tivo iiulu.s bel.iw 
where the old Iiuii in trail etrikua the Cid- 
uinbia River. Thoy pro.-.pect very good ii 
deed, although there has not been much gold 
taken out yet u.s the fre.ihula came on «.) soon 
after thuy were started. 1 saw a numbir of 
men that I knew, and tlioy nil aiireed that it 
is Irjrn 2r)0 to liOU miles from tie diiij^iiiL's 
to the line, und they re ale a number of 
liuir-breadth escapes, and a number did los-e 
ihe'r boots and goods. Thoy appear lo 
think that if oucc tlieru is n ruad opened this 
way that it is bound to take the trade ol iliat 
part of tho country ; but I think the 'Juv» 
ernment should try and open a pack trail 
that would be passable until tbcy see wheilier 
there is enough to juatify them in makiug a 
wogon road. It ia reported here that ibore 
has been an arrangement made between the 
Hudson Buy Co. und the Government tbut if 
the former will put on a steamer the latter 
will bdild a wagon road. As to their being 
a Bieumor tniilt on the Columbia River ii is 
all bodb. Tbo.B IS some machiuery ut the 
Dalles, and a part of tbe lumber sawed al 
Colville Willis, that would do lo build a 
stoamer,''fiut that is all that's done."

Tbe following letter, written by Mr. Stone, 
who was in charge of Mr Barnanl's Colmn- 
bia River Estpretia, will be tend with iuiercst ; 

Cbi.NTOS, li. C.,.Aug. 7lh, 1804." 
Editor British Colombian, — I arrived 
here, alter an absooca of three weeks, dur- 
ing which time 1 have been employed in 
ourryiug Barnard's Express on its first trip 
to the mining camp oo tbe Columbia. Il is 
needless to say tbat, as an express messen- 
ger, I was well received ; joy filled the hearts 
ol the hardy lei lows who had struolc their 
tenis an J made J'or so desolate a region. As 
lliore was nut a cent io the crowd, ibe eiprcsj 
irip, liiianeially was a failure, so 1 inaco the 
best of il by giving tho boys a free ro.id ol 
what was goiog on in the outer world. 1 
found all hands iu excellent spirits ; none 
wore dejected or oast down, and conhdtHioo 
was as lully rnanilestod io the richno.4j ol the 
diggings us it could be, " Old rexan," well 
known mi Frasor U vur, says, " 1 would n it 
lake $10,000 und leave my claim unpnis- 
ptcted ; und all 1 have iu tho world is a suck 
ol Hour and & lbs. of buoon, and a Cnyoosh 
at Colville." 

Thero are three creeks on the east side of 
Columbia River on which good prosprcts 
have been found. Tho lowest down und lif"t 
struck ia Carne's, 12 miles above vthiu'i is 
Dotrnie's (not the Major's) and above that 
some 25 miles is Gold Ureek. Ou Ibe iivo 
I'ornier small prospeets wore found previo n 
to tlie rise ol water. The gold being cuarso 
the miners were induced lo lay by to prospect 
more thoroughly when the water fulls. Gold 
I'roek beads into the Selltirk range nl a point 
300 miles above Colville, and 18 miles 
above the " K.ipids doa Xlorlos," and opens 
inio a largo basin which run;! parallel with 
tbo inoLntttin range into which a number of 
smaller creeks aie emptying, one ol which is 
Fieiioli. On Vbia Cieok four Fionebnisn 
settled early., this spring and sank a abaft 
8 feel to the bed-rock, aud took from il $10 
from II pans'ol dirt. Their proviaiuns bav 
ing run out tlioy came dowu for more, and 
on thuir return tho water had risen so that 
they could not work. 1 mat llicm again go- 
ing for provisions, and ihej expressed tbo 
yreulest faith in tho riohnesa of the locality. 
The ground for two miles down is staked 
off iu Bputa, 1(10 miners as a general thing 
having silcoled tbe oMmi by the prospect 
foucd at high walof inarlt,^ioh pays Irora 
tivo ceota to tbre'o cents to the pan. Fart of 
the miners are ohgaged got^ing oat lomber, 
ami the others are boatinir provisions up 
preparatosy to oommonoiog mining opera- 
tions. Tho general impression is that the 
principal miiies ore at tho Big Bend proper. 
Thia is not tho case ; fair piospecttf can bo 
bad on the bars of the Columbia up to tbo 
oommenoemeDt of the bend,' but thero nil 
tiaco of gold is lost. Tho gold of Iho bais, 
as well aa that ol the creeks, ia ooarso and 
resembles Koutenay du<t in appearance, As 
□early ai I could find out tbero are V20 men 
on tbe different oreeks, a large number of 
whom are old Fraaer River fifty-eighters ) 
and, ai a proof ot the coofldeuoe fait 1 may 
state that when I suggested to thom the 
probability of their getting employment 
(while waiting lor tho water toaub!ide)oa 
tbe proposed traillo iSbuswap Lnlce, they re- 
plied, almost uuanimously, " working lor 
wages is ' played out ' now." This should 
be taken as showing their confidaDno in tho 
olaitais lalceo up, iai tba (e^r Ibev bid of 
■bac^doningtbtrnforK timo nthartbin uo< 
wiliijif oMe to vfbrlf,' '
